A CALLING WHICH STANDS MIDWAY 


BETWEEN MAID AND NURSE. 


Ail Opportunity For KeBni-d Women 


Wl»o Ar« l.ooklii|t For Something 
to Do—The Training Neee»»Mry and 
tke Pay to Expect. 


At present the trained nurse, after a 


brilliant history, is suffering something of 
an eclipse. This in not just, nor is it like- 
ly to be permanent. Because there are 
»nworthy members of the profession doea 
not in the least alter the value of the 
wo:thy, earnest, self sacrificing nurse, 
whose name is legion. 


However, the fact remains that iu 


ninny households the trained nursp K not 
uicd in sickness, often through inability 
to pay for her services and often through 
this prejudice against the profession as a 
•whole. 


Tb.i» ghos a chnnoe for women to fol- 


low a calling VjLidi takes its place miil- 
way between lady's maid and nurse and 
fihieh might be called that of "maid 
uurst'." Of course the cases to which a 
maid iinw is, railed are never of a grave 
or desperate character. For those only 
the trained nurse can be used. But there 
urc innumerable cases of invalids who for 
a longer or shorter illness do not require 
the skill of a trained nurse, welcome as 
that might be were all things equal. For 
them all that is needed is a kindly, clean, 
ooiiM-ioiitious maid with some tact and 
yrfiit willingness to learn. Hands and 
fi'Ot being denied the patients, they still 
may use their heads and let their maid-; 
supply the missing loeuibers for ri prict 
finite within reach of a modest purse. 


To a ciil or woman seeking siui a 


place \vc might say Kent-rally that ihu 
pay should be from ?t to $0 a w«-ek. ac- 
cording to X-onditions, night nursing or 
much responsibility being of couibu the 
considerations for the higher num. 


Th(> other articles of service would lie 


verj much those of 1he lady's nin'nl pui-p 
and hiinple, lodging, hoaid and washing 
pio\ided and the ubual afternoons out al- 
low rd. 


There \t nothinjr in the work which 


make* it impos.sible to a lady of finest 
bnt-diiiK, nnd when we consider the num- 
ber of women refined and grille who are 
"looking for something to do" and hu\u 
rn> (mining and education beyond 
the 


strictly domestic arts it seems n» if tins 
utrc n neglected opportunity. But even 
for the woman hardly to be put into this 
catcRoij the work is abundant. 


The pieparation for it is not OAtensive 


nor I'.NpetiMVt'. althfnigh it is franUly ad- 
mitted that :i maid nimo is of greater 
M'hie if hlx- has given herself sonic trnin- 
\i*K or had some previous experience. 


Let nf take the case of a badly sprain- 


ed ankle. Few families would think of 
calling iu an attendant, much less a 
tmined nurse, and yet a person with the 
historic sprain that Is worse t h u u a break 
irny linger three months or more as a 
sofa bound, almost helpless invalid. 


For such a case the maid nurse is a 


comfort beyond words. Beginning w i t h 
the morning toilet, which i» of course 
thorough am) with much minutiip of dcin- 
tii ess, and ending with the last gooil 
night, there is never an hour in which 
the sufferer •would not rather bi; w a i l e d 
ppon by her maid than by one of the 
family. In the devotion and love of the 
iLtter there in always the fear that the 
patient may unwittingly ask too much of 
some unselfish sister or mother 
The 


busincbH of the house and of the world 
must go mi in ipile of illness in the 
house, and the housekeepers and bread- 
«innern have their hands full. To them 
also the maid nurse in a boon, and the 
patient, knowing this, is more comforta- 
ble under her services. 


In the supposed case the maid nurse is 


all the moru valuable if she has picl.ed up 
the knowledge of bow to put on a band- 
age, how to bathe a person in bed. how 
to change sheets, how to rub an aching 
Uiiibclo and how to support from the arm- 
pits an adult learning to walk, how to 
arrange pillows, how to take up an iiun- 
lid easily and all such comforts. 
Her 


rext disc may require' another set of 
•'helps." She mny need to know how to 
prepaie toast or soup or some such food 
HO us to be wholesome and appetizing. 
lOv-n the ability to make a cup of peifert 
toffee or lea or cocoa is not to be de- 
hpised. Then the maid nurse must soon 
Icflin the difference between tin- cloanli- 
nesx which the sickroom requires. No 
ifliixo or spoon should be used and left 
standing, but should lit once be washed 
ami polished and put ready for the next 
dose. N'o linen not entirely above suspi- 
cion should remain in the room, pillow- 
cases especially being renewed and fresh- 
ened dailj. 


These and the hundred and one other 


things nciessury for an invalid's comfort 
nrc learned In any well conducted home. 
and there are in any lfti-gc city shoit 
'•ouws in nursing where sufficient theory 
< n u be picked up (indeed the datiger of 
such courses lies in the fact that they arc- 
all theory), nnd much is taught in the few 
weeks thc> occupy which is invaluable to 
an) intelligent gnl. The best school after 
such preparation Is life with a very M- 
\ere and particular invalid woman who 
bus patieiice to wait while her maid 
nurse learns all the ins and outs of her 
systematic days and nights and who, 
knowing what she wants, is persistent as 
W'-ll as patient, exacting as well as Kind. 


After suck 
>i mistress the maid nurse 


finds her next place easy, and her next 
niiMri>HH finds a treasure who makes her 
indisposition bearable nnd perhaps only a 
time of needed rest.—Philadelphia Ledger.

LABOR AND THE MILITIA. 


flte Worlctncmen of 


•nd the National Guara. 


A dispatch from Wiltesbarre, Pa., 


says: The national guard of this state 
Is facing the prospect of haviug Its 
ranks depleted within the next two 
years aud being unable to enlist the 
minimum number for Its companies. 
This Is the direct result of tbe decision 
of most of tbe labor unions that none 
of their members may be a member of 
tbe national guard or of any militia 
company, a policeman, a special officer 
or a 'deputy sheriff of any kind. Those 
of the unions which have not adopted 
this rule In their bylaws have It under 
consideration and expect to adopt It at 
the next annual convention. 
, The officers of the national guard see 
in this the end of the organization un- 
less measures are taken to prevent the 
enforcement of such a rule by declar- 
ing It un-American aud treasonable. 
Most of the regiments in Pennsylvania 
are made up of workingmen. particu- 
larly in the districts of northeastern 
Pennsylvania, where are the big an- 
thracite coalfields, and In the western 
and southwestern parts of the state, 
where are the bituminous coalfields 
and the steel and iron industries. It is 
only In these districts that there has 
ever been occasion to call out the 
troops to suppress lawlessness arising 
from labor disturbances, the notable 
Instances recently being the Home- 
stead affair In the western part of the 
state and the Lattlnaer and Shennn- 
doah disturbances of the last few years 
In the northeastern part. 


Eighty per cent of the members of 


the guard in these two regions are 
mine workers, factory and mill hands 
and other classes of hand workers, 
who have the strongest unions, and 
when their laws forbidding their mem- 
bers to belong to auy organization 
whose prime object is the preservation 
of law and order are enforced there 
will not be enough men to fill the de- 
pleted ranks. The officers admit that 
there will be available then as soldiers 
only clerks and business men. The for- 
mer are generally too slight of build 
and too lacking In endurance and 
strength to make soldiers, and the 
business men cannot devote the time to 
It. 
t 


Some of the United Mine Workers are 


even now bound by this rule, the men 
in Anthracite district No. 1 having 
adopted it. Their national convention 
In January is to take the matter up, 
and there is little reason to expect the 
defeat of the rule. 
President John 


Mitchell and 
the chief officers 
are 


strongly In favor Of It, and it will prob- 
ably be embodied In the bylaws before 
tbe end of January. 


Most of the smaller organizations 


have It now. The rule as it has been 
adopted generally 
provides that no 


member shall be permitted to join a 
military organization, and, while It 
does not prevent the members at pres- 
ent belonging to the national guard 
from serving, it does prevent their re- 
enlistment. The term o? enlistment is 
now three years, nnd within that time, 
If the rule holds, there will be a great 
falling off in membe?ship. 


At present the effect of the rule is 


noticeable, and several of the com- 
pt\nies in the Third brigade, which is 
made up of men from this part of the 
state, are short numbered, while all 
the officers admit that enlistments are 
more difficult to obtain now than at 
any time since the formation of the 
guard. They can see no remedy and 
expect conditions to grow worse. 


The leaders say that the militi.i is 


always called out at the behest ot tbe 
trusts, the capitalists and the magnates 
and that no union man should be plac- 
ed in such a position that he will sewe 
his natural enemies, as he would be 
compelled to 4o if the militia was call- 
ed out to protect property and lives. 


One union paper, a publication devot- 


ed to the interests of the railway teleg- 
raphers. took the opposite view and de- 
clared that as many union men as pos- 
sible should become soldiers, learn bow 
to use guns and conduct themselves in 
a military manner, so that when occa- 
sion came the knowledge of fighting 
should not be all "with the men in the 
service of the enemy." 


Look Before Yon Leap. 


The advice of the executive council 


of the International Cigar Makers' un- 
ion to its local branches to carefully In- 
vestigate conditions before going on 
strike Is timely and evidently needed. 
The right to strike does not necessarily 
imply that every strike entered into by 
local unions Is -justified or can even be 
defended upon the grounds of common 
sense. More money is wasted on use- 
less and often senseless strikes than 
•would have been sufficient to save some 
of the big strikes from defeat. If the 
advice to investigate conditions before 
striking were strictly followed 
out, 


strikes would rarely occur, for if condi- 
tions were found to be In favor of tbe 
strikers winning It Is certain that a set- 
tlement would be reached without tbe 
strike taking place. On'the other hand, 
If conditions were found to be not fa- 
vorable for winning, It would be equal- 
ly sure that no strike \vould take place 
The problem therefore of "How to 
avoid s*'^'»" is one capable of a solu- 
tion, pu™..ed a little common sense is 
used. - McManus in Chicago Inter 
Ocean.

throughout the country, and Benjamin 
Waller, its owner, was one of the wealth- 
iest men in the Old Dominion; but, like a 
vast majority of the prominent men of 
his state, he espoused the cause of the 
south, and 
when 
final 
defe.it 
over- 


took the Confederacy at Appomattox he 
fouud himseU u colonel, it is true, but his 
fine old mansion was in ruins, his broad 
acres were but an unproductive waste, 
and his fishery was but a suggestion of 
what it had been. 


For a feiv years the brave old colonel 


struggled to ineud his broknu fortunes, 
but his losses and wounds and sorrows 
proved too much lor him, and he finally 
eave up the struggle and passed to his 
las>t reward, leaving a •uidow and six 
daughters to make their way in the world 
as best they could. Then it was that 
Mrs. Waller, summoning to her aid all 
the courage of the Revolutionary ances- 
tors that^ns in her veins, began to dem- 
onstrate to the world what a woman can 
do. In her prosperous days she had bqeu 
a bhy, timid little woman, but the pres- 
sure of necessity stamped all that out. 
and while she has never censed to be wo- 
manly and sympathetic she acquired a 
decision and firmness that were not to be 
mistaken. Very soon ihere was not an 
employee who did not realize that bhe 
\\us the managing and guiding force in 
the business and that her commands, nl- 
though given to a gentle and courteous 
voice, must be obeyed without cavil or 
question. 


Mrs. Waller familiarized herself with 


every detail of the business, from hauling 
in the nets to the markets, nnd in a re- 
markably short time her business ability 
was amply demonstrated by increasing 
demands for the products of the seines. 


Never for a day has the business lagged 


rlncc Mrs. Waller took charge of it thir- 
ty-throe years ago: but, on the contrary. 
it has grown until now she is at the head 
of a business which this year will involve 
over $250,000. It is unnecessary to saj 
that she is a wealthy woman, but for all 
that she personally superintends the busi- 
ness just as she did In the old dajs when 
she was lighting the battle for bread for 
herself aud the little ones.—Baltimore 
American.

Her lettei 
says Miss Stone had been holding hei 
usual summer 'school for Bible workers 
at Bauslco, Macedonia. On "Sept. 3 .a 
party of-teachers and studeats started 
for Djumlak, twelve hours' travel. 
Prom, there they -were to go to their 
different homes. 


That afternoon, as -they were resting 


!n the mountains, Miss Stone and Mrs. 
Tsilka being on' horseback and the rest 
on foot, they were surrounded by thirty 
or forty arme'd men "dressed iri'Turkisb 
costume, but masked • or blackened. 
They ordered ,the party to' march and 
drove theln up the steep mountain side. 


After -going- an .hour's distance the 


brigands stopped and demanded their 
money. They took what «old they had, 
but returned the sliver, 


When this was done,~one of them said 


to Miss Stone, "We want you," and or- 
dered her and Mrs. Tsilka to go with 
them. She made no remonstrance. Mr. 
Tsilka made a move to follow his wife, 
but they forced him back. A part of 
the brigands kept watch ou. those that 
remained to keep them from hurrying 
to inform the government, but the next 
morning let them go. 


The brigands murdered one of th« 


men of the party before the eyes of the 
captives 'to get his horse. They took 
this animal as well as the horses ridden 
by Miss Stone find Mrs. Tsilka. The 
students came to Samokov and wired 
Dr. House at Salonika, Miss Stone's 
station. He immediately went to the 
American consul and also telegraphed 
Coiisul General Dickinson, who knew 
Miss Stone.

One year ago the Chicago American 


predicted that prosperous gentleuieu 
dissatisfied with the fact that wbltu 
labor showed signs of self respect 
would ultimately Introduce negro labor 
to drive out the union white men. 


Since the prediction was made thou- 


sands of negroes" have been brought to 
Chicago and put to work. Incidentally 
they can be used to cast votes if they 
are needed. 


The trusts now fighting the unions 


rely largely on negro labor to help 
them. 


It Is not pleasant to think of the re- 


sults of such storing up of race hatred; 
but, 
after all. we have no right to 


blame the poor negro who takes the 
work that Is offered him. 


It Is not his fault that he Is here, 
lie was happy In Africa scratching 


the soil for a tew vegetables, killing an 
occasional hippopotamus, watching In 
the comfortable shac!e the big, equato-. 
rial sun roll ou its journey. lie had no 
rent to pay, 110 whiskey to drink, no 
white idiot to look down upon him and 
was quite contented.

Our avaricious, slave owning ances- 


tors brought him over here against his 
will.

The white race Is responsible for his 


being here. He must be fed aud cared 
for and permitted to take work that Is 
offered him even though It Interfere 
with white, men. 


Hut while the American white man, 


must realize that the negro has the 
same right he has he ueejj have no such 
feeling about the Chinese now outside 
of this country. 


And he ought to pay careful attention 


to this fact: 


A strong effort Is now made by the 


trusts to permit the Introduction of 
Chinese labor Into this country. 


If the rlcucst men have their way, 


and they usually do have their way, 
the laws against Chinese Immigration 
will be repealed. This country will be 
flooded by yellow men willing to work 
for 50 cents a day or less, willing to 
work 14 hours a day. knowing aud car- 
Ing nothing about American Institu- 
tions. 


A 
million Chinese coolies would 


mean n million separate pleasant gifts 
to the tiust owners. They would work 
a.s ordered The next step would be to 
naturalize them and have them vote aa 
ordered. 


The effort of tho trusts to reduce 


American workmen to the condition of 
dependence In which the cooly lives U 
no more dangerous than tlie effort to 
Introduce coolies into America lu un 
limited numbers. 


Itoth of these efforts should bo 


watched with care. 


Of course it is rather foolish to glvo 


the workman this advice, for he yells 
murder when a Mrlke pinches and six 
months afterward votes to uiaUe Marie 
Ultima ruler of the United Stales and 
to make every American who does not 
believe In class privilege and the rule 
of money a laughing stock even to him- 
self.—New York livening Journal.

Co-onerntlvc Wnarou Factory. 


Owing to the difficulty iu Cincinnati 


between the carriage manufacturers 
and the local carriage workers' unions 
a committee has been appointed by the 
five unions of the city to formulate n 
plan for the establishment of a co-oper- 
ative carriage factory. 


Tho proposed company, according to 


the schedule adopted by the committee, 
will be the largest plant of Its kind in 
the country and will have an output aa 
large as all the factories lu Cincinnati 
combined. The committee, it Is report- 
ed, has adopted a plan and will begin 
to execute It immediately. 


A site has been selected, and an op- 


tion has been secured on one of the lar- 
gest plants In the city, which at present 
is lying idle. The committee, which is 
the executive' head of the concern, has 
been among the men for the past ten 
days and has. It Is claimed, subscrip- 
tions from the men for over $150,000 
capital stock. The amount will be di- 
vided into shares and will be sold only 
to men who will be employed In tho 
plant. 


The plans further are that after the 


running expenses of the plant have 
been met the surplus will be divided 
among the employees. It Is contended 
by the committee that. Inasmuch as the 
men can turn out more work and can 
sell more cheaply and will save tho 
middleman's profit, their investment 
will pay handsome dividends. Theru 
are 2,000 union carriage workers In the 
city.

Mr. Wadleigh was one of Kittery's well 


£nown citizens. For a number of years 


has bean employed as a gardener at 


the admiral's residence on the navy 
yard. He was skilled in this work and 
was well liked by those who knew him. 
He had an honorable record in the 
Union army in the civil war. 


He seems to have struck upon his 


back and the back of the head iu the 
highway and his injuries were of the 
worst nature. It is not known whflther 
Mr. Wadleigh lost his balance or was 
attacked by a fainting spell as he stepped 
on the vestibule 
platform. 
Those 


who are acquainted with Mr. Wad- 
Itiga say that ha has been subject to 
frequent spells of heart failure. 


Not the least blame can be attached 


to the employes of the road for the aooi 
dent. One of the passengers on the en 
<vho sat very near Mr. Wadleigh all the 
way from York, says he seemed to be 
sick as ho started for the rear of the car 
and had been acting sjck ou the trip up. 


ILiUery seems to be getting its share 


of accidents and crimes reo-ntly, and 
the unfavorable notice resulting is, very 
annoying to its people.

Stewart got up and got off the car be- 
fore it stopped; he stepped down and 
felPforward on his shoulder; Boston 
said what did you do that for; Stewart 
said that be did cot think what he was 
doing; he then asked for his bottle, the 
car had not stopped and was not started 
before he could get off. 


Chester A, York testified -Reside at 


York beach; was on the car at the time 
tho accident, occurred; was standing on 
theraar end of tho car looking forward;
